Cognizant of tremendous losses in 
human lives and of permanent in-

As part of this nation-wide effort 
to reduce deaths and permanent in- 


juries from accidents, a recent state- 


ment from Red Cross headquarters | 
in Washington reports that during | 


the past 12 months certificates have 
been granted to 295,028 persons 
completing courses in the adminis- 
tration of Red Cross first aid, 

Holders of these certificates have 
followed detailed courses of study, 
and have been taught how to splint 
fractured limbs, stop flow of blood, 
treat poison sufferers, care for vic- 
tims of heat, electric shock, and 
handle other common emergency 
situations, The courses emphasize 
methods of caring for patients until 
professional medical aid can be 
summoned to scenes of accidents. 

Since 1910, the report reveals, 
1,725,406 persons have received this 
training from qualified Red Cross 
instructors, and at the present time 
20,429 persons are qualified to give 
such instruction. 

Bringing help nearer scenes, of 
possible accident, 2,454 emergency 
first aid stations have been estab- 
lished in strategic locations on prin- 
cipal highways throughout the na- 
tion, operators of tho stations re- 
ceiving the prescribed Red Cross 
instructions and maintaining full 


first aid equipment on the spot. Con- 
veniently placed, they also maintain } 
up-to-date lists of available doctors | 
and ambulance services pledged Lae 
advance to cooperate with Red |

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Winter Brings . 
Increased Accidents — 


The trend of traffic accidents 


in proportion to volume of travel 
turns sharply upward in the fall 
months and continues to rise un- 
til late in the winter. 

This was emphasized by the 
public safety department of the 
California State Automobile As-| 
sociation in a statement today 
pointing to the need for increas- 
ed caution in driving at this time 
of year. 

“The increase in accidents in 
the fall despite the decline in tra- 
vel mileage is a yearly condition 
with which safety workers uare 
well familiar’, the statement con- 
tinued. ‘Longer periods of dark- 
ness and the effect of wet weath- 
er on visibility and road surfaces | 
evidently are the main reasons 
for the rise in accidents. 

“So far this year, traffic fatali- 
ties are running about 20 per cent | 
below last year’s tragic total. 
Much of this improvement will be 
lost if the accident curve shoots | 
upward again this fall and wint- 
er. 

“Since accidents occurring dur- 
ing dusk or darkness appear to be 
a major factor in causing the reg- 
ular year-end increase, the best | 
preventive measures for motorists 
tc adopt include friving with ex- 
ceptional caution at such times 
and making sure that lighting 
equipment of the car is in per- 
fect condition and the windshield 
clean at all times. A bit of dirt 
on the lenses, a light slightly out 
of focus or a coating of traffic- 
film on the windshield can cut 
down visibility to a marked de- | 
gree. 

“By taking every possible pre- 
caution, motorists everywhere can 
help to continue the improved 
safety record that has brightened 
the traffic accident picture this 
year.”

Ape-Man’s Bones Called | 
Genuine by Anatomist. 


PRETORIA, SOUTH AFRICA.— | 
“Australopithecus Transvaalensis,”’ 
the ape-man whose remains Were |} 
recently discovered by Dr. Robert 
Broom in Sterkfontein caves, is the 
genuine ‘‘missing link,’’ in the opin- 
ion of Prof. W. K. Gregory, Ameri- 
can anatomist, who has come to 
South Africa to study it. 

“The expression ‘missing link’ is 
an inaccurate one today, because 
Dr. Broom of the Transvaal muse- 
um has found it—-it is .no longer 
‘missing.’ ’’ said Professor Gregory. 
He added: 

“IT can already say without fear 
of contradiction that this form of 
Australopithecus combines in one in- 
dividual features previously known 
in both apes and men

Small Residences 
Lead Recovery of 
Building Industry 


Medest Homes in Demand 
As City People Move 
To Suburbs. 


MINNEAPOLIS. — Hammers are 
ringing on hundreds of smal] homes 
across the country, as residential 
building volume approaches last 
year’s pace, according to a survey 
of home building activity in 69 large 
and small cities by Northwestern 
National Life Insurance company, 

The home costing between $4,090 
and $6,000 is king of the current 
building recovery; small homes ars 
selling readily in most cities, while 
houses at $8,000 and up are hard ti 
dispose of. City populations are 
Surging into the outskirts, into sub 
urban and unincorporated areas. | 
the survey shows, while apartment 
construction languishes. 

Of the 69 cities covered in the sur- 
vey, 27 report increases in current 
building activity over 
last year, ranging from modest to 
vigorous in intensity. Another 14 
cities report activity approximately 
equal to that of last year, while 28 | 
report residential building below the 
pace of a year ago, but some of 
these find that inquiries and project- 
ed activity are definitely on the in- 
crease. The best comparative show- 
ings are being made in the southern 
and western sections, while eastern } 
cities generally are making poorer | 
comparisons with last year’s resi 


dential building activity. 
Costs Going Up. 

Meanwhile, building costs are 
climbing steadily and are already 
above 1937 average levels in most 
localities. In 10 out of 20 major 
cities, residential building costs for 
mid-summer were above the peak 
prices of 1937, at which last year's 
impending boom flattened and died. 
the report shows. The ten cities 
are: New York, Philadelphia, Balti 
more, Birmingham, Atlanta, Chica: | 
go, St. Louis, New Orleans, Kansas | 
City, and Dallas. In five cities— | 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, Denver, | 
Seattle and San Francisco, residen- 
tial building costs are above 1926- 
29 boom-time levels, and in Pitts- | 
burgh they are approximately at the 
1926-29 level. 

Though many of the realtors, 
mortgage bankers and title compa- 
ny executives co-operating in the 
survey feel that present high costs 
threaten the continuance of the cur- 
rent home building recovery, oth- 
ers believe that builders and the 
buying public are getting ‘‘acclimat- 
ed’ to a higher cost level, and feel 
that a sound business advance with | 
its greater security of jobs will be | 
the deciding factor. | 

Trend to Suburbs. 

The movement to suburban and 
unincorporated areas outside city 
limits is notable and widespread, | 
the survey finds, and in some sec- | 
tions it threatens serious deprecia- | 
tion of values in established residen- 
tial districts inside city boundaries. 
Larger homesites obtainable beyond 
city limits, greater quiet, and free- 
dom from city realty taxes, are the 
principal attractions. | 

From a January volume of resi- | 
dential building which was only 4€ | 
per cent of the January, 1937, fig- | 
ure, 1938 activity has steadily gained 
on last year’s rate, with June build- | 
ing permits reaching 96 per cent of 
the June, 1937, volume. The fact | 


tial building projects was slightly 
greater than the May figures, when 
ordinarily there is a seasonal de- 
cline, is also emphasized in the re- 
port as one of the bright omens. 
Furthermore the June dollar vol- 
ume was the greatest of any month 
since June, 1937, and the number 


under construction or contracted for 
actually exceeded the June, ’37, fig- 
ures by 7 per cent, the report points 
out.
